Despite long odds, calls for civilian review of cops continue on anniversary of Kelly Thomas beating

Y OU can’t blame Cal State Fuller¬ 
ton student Maria Hernandez- 
Figueroa for being nervous in the 
conference room of the Fullerton Public 
Library on July 11. At one point, she lost 
her train of thought and began stam¬ 
mering. Hernandez-Figueroa had good 
reason to be nervous. After all, her large 
audience included two Fullerton City 
Council members as well as Captain Dan 
Hughes, the city’s acting police chief. 

The topic of her speech—comparing 
various models of civilian oversight of 
police in the United States—is more than 
a little dicey, not least because there are 
so few functioning examples of such 
agencies. “Civilian oversight committees 
do exist,” insisted Hernandez-Figueroa’s 
co-presenter, Eduardo Calderon. “Though 
not in large numbers, all across the 
country they do exist.” 

Despite the lackluster nature of civil¬ 
ian review of law enforcement being 
described at the conference, the sizeable 
crowd attested to the surge in support for 
such oversight, at least in troubled Ful¬ 
lerton in the wake of Kelly Thomas’ beat¬ 
ing by six police officers in July 2011. The 
presentation, moderated by Jarret Lovell, 
a CSUF professor who has written exten¬ 
sively about civilian review, was hosted 
by the Police Oversight Proposal Commit¬ 
tee (POPC), a group of half a dozen local 
citizens who met regularly in the wake 
of Thomas’ death. It hopes to bring a 
proposal for some sort of oversight before 
the City Council this year. 

Hughes didn’t respond to a request to 
be interviewed for this story, but Jane 
Rands, one of POPC’s founders and a 
systems engineer who ran unsuccessfully 
for a council seat in the recent recall 
election, said she has spoken to him 
about the group’s goals. “He’s of the mind 
that because of the Police Bill of Rights 
(POBOR)—and I’m not sure if he’s trying 
to take a union stance—you can’t have 
external oversight by citizens,” she said. 

The POBOR provides for an 
encyclopedic array of protections for 
police officers, laying out in specific detail 
guidelines on everything from the hours 
of the day an officer under investigation 
can be interrogated to the privacy 
protections afforded to officers, including 
those being disciplined. 

“This new entity would pretty much be 
limited to that amount of information that 
the police department wishes to make 
available,” says Peter Scheer, executive 
director of the First Amendment 
Coalition. His nonprofit organization 
gives legal advice on a range of topics 
including access to police records. “A 
local entity,” explained Scheer, “even 
backed up by an ordinance, would not 
be able to exercise powers that conflict 
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with the confidentiality safeguards given 
especially to police officers in state law.” 

A State Supreme Court ruling known 
as Copley Press v. San Diego significantly 
bolstered the POBOR in 2006. The 
case began three years earlier, when 
San Diego Union-Tribune reporters 
were barred from viewing a county 
Civil Service Commission hearing in 
which a sheriff’s deputy was appealing 
termination. Copley Press sued when 
its public records act requests were 
denied after the commission asserted 
confidentiality exemptions. 

After the lawsuit worked its way 
through the judicial system, the high 
court ruled that the deputy’s identity 
was exempt from disclosure, even 
if maintained by a public agency 
independent from the sheriff’s 
department. This effectively prevented the 
public from accessing complaints against 
police officers. State Bill 1019, written by 
Senator Gloria Romero (D-Los Angeles), 
would have overturned the Copley ruling. 
It passed the state senate in June of 2007, 
but when it reached the Assembly for a 
full vote, members of law enforcement, 
including representatives of the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department and the 
district attorney’s office, showed up in 
Sacramento to oppose it. The Assembly 
refused to vote on the bill. 


“Police, as a rule, are very 
uncomfortable with having a lot of 
civilian presence, especially with 
mechanisms that could result in 
discipline,” says David Haas, a Long 
Beach-based civil-rights attorney who 
attended the presentation. Back in the 
1990s, Haas served on the Citizens Law 
Enforcement Review Board in San Diego. 
“Police unions are very savvy and alert 
politically,” he added. 

Despite the restrictions placed on 
oversight committees by Copley, the 
Orange County Board of Supervisors 
moved forward with a civilian review 
committee following the 2006 Orange 
County jailhouse beating death of John 
Chamberlain. The 41-year-old, suspected 
of possessing child pornography, was 
allegedly outed as a pedophile to fellow 
inmates by a guard. After this revelation, 
inmates proceeded to mercilessly stomp 
him to death. In May 2007, the board 
unanimously approved such a panel, 
leading to the formation of the Orange 
County Office of Independent Review 
(OIR), which today is headed by Stephen 
J. Connolly. 

One of the OIR’s primary functions 
is to evaluate the fairness and rigor of 
internal-affairs investigations and advise 
Sheriff Sandra Hutchens on employee 
discipline, as well as inform the public of 
disciplinary outcomes. Before taking over 
the Orange County office, Connolly spent 
seven years at the Los Angeles Office of 
Independent Review, headed by former 
U.S. Attorney Michael Gennaco. In Febru-

ary, Gennaco presented an interim report 
to the Fullerton City Council on the city’s 
police response following Thomas’ beat¬ 
ing, in which no evidence of an intent to 
deceive the public was found. 

A key limitation—from the perspective 
of transparency and accountability, at 
least—of both Connolly’s and Genacco’s 
roles vis-a-vis the police is that they 
adhere to attorney-client privilege when 
it comes to speaking publicly about the 
agencies they investigate. “These review 
boards end up becoming little more than 
coffee Matches,” said Haas. 

“Certainly because of the attorney- 
client privilege, Mr. Connolly has to be 
cautious [about] what he communicates,” 
countered Orange County Supervisor John 
Moorlach. “But he does communicate.” 

Travis Kiger, a Fullerton council mem¬ 
ber who replaced former Mayor Dick 
Jones, said he felt the POPC presentation 
didn’t get to the core question of how to 
meaningfully achieve greater public over¬ 
sight of the city’s cops. “They didn’t touch 
on the more recent issues that have neu¬ 
tered police oversight commissions in the 
past five or six years,” he said, specifically 
referring to Copley. “Once there’s a report 
against an officer, it becomes part of their 
personnel file, and nobody gets to see it. 
I’m not sure there’s a way around that.” 

In the weeks following Thomas’ death, 
the police department refused to release 
the names of the officers involved. It was 
only through confidential police sources 
sharing information with Tony Bushala’s 
Friends for Fullerton’s Future blog, to 
which Kiger contributed before entering 
politics, that five of the six officers were 
identified. Following the revelations, all 
were put on administrative leave. 

Rands knows that official opposi¬ 
tion to police review could prove to be 
a major obstacle for POPC. “If we run 
into a brick wall, then we’ll back down 
and do it separately from the city,” she 
said, adding that one idea would be to 
take complaints against police officers 
directly from citizens. 

But Haas says the greatest danger 
facing Rands’ group is failing to move 
quickly while civic enthusiasm in Fuller¬ 
ton remains high. “You don’t want to get 
caught up in delaying tactics,” he warns. 
“There’s a window that’s open because 
of this terrible event. But it’s not going to 
stay open forever.”

Beautiful ritual—and a 
rebuffing by a priest!— 
at St. Marina Coptic 
Orthodox Church in Irvine

omething kinda holy just happened. 
If only the OCeeker could make 
sense of it. But that’s the risk one 
takes when a sanctified savage lollygags into 
a liturgy where even the Almighty His self 
can’t break through the language barrier. 

That said, a man will take a blessing 
in any tongue, and yer brown-eyed boy 
sure received one at St. Marina Coptic 
Orthodox Church in Irvine. The sanctu¬ 
ary-located

Stucco— is 
filled with 
icons of the 
saints hung

walls, and 

there is a square altar upon which the 
holy elements are placed. 

Having spent many a Sunday in 
cookie-cutter evangelical halls, with 
their vanilla walls and bare bones decor, 
stepping into St. Marina’s was like 
walking into the Holy of Holies, where 
one is reminded that believers indeed are 
surrounded by a great cloud of witnesses. 
If only they could tell visitors what the 
hell is going on during a midweek liturgy. 

And now, your obligatory life of the 
saint: According to church history, St. 
Marina was born in the 3rd century into 
a wealthy family from Antioch, in the 
country known today as Turkey. After her 
parents died, she lived with a nanny who 
told her the stories of Christian martyrs. 
At age 15, she converted to Christianity, 
forsaking her pagan upbringing. The 
governor of Antioch dispatched his 
soldiers to fetch the holy hottie. The 
governor demanded to know if Marina 
could defy him and his gods, to which she 
proclaimed, ‘T am Christian. I believe in 
the Lord Christ, and my name is Marina.” 

For that, the governor subjected her 
to the torture of getting body-scraped 
with iron combs and having her wounds 
rubbed with salt, vinegar and lime.

reign of Caesar Nero. In modern times, the 
term Coptic refers to Egyptian Christians. 

They’re in Irvine now. 

Father Bishoy Kamel led a couple 
of dozen worshippers through morning 
prayers on a sun-kissed Wednesday. If 
only the OCeeker could’ve kissed his 
hand. He tried. 

As Kamel walked the sanctuary with 
incense in tow, which represents the 
presence of God and the prayers of the 
saints, he stopped to ask the OCeeker 
where he was from. Sexy town. After 
learning that the Unorthodox One was 
a visitor in the midst, Kamel, rather 
hospitably, directed a congregant to show 
him an English translation of the liturgy 
and point out where we were in the order 
of service, which included Scripture 
readings and a solemn remembrance of 
Christ’s death on Calvary's cross. 

This was a fine, but rather sneaky 
gesture on Kamel’s part, the OCeeker 
soon discovered. When it was time for 
the saints to kiss his hand, the OCeeker 
moseyed up to lay lips on man-paw, but 
Kamel withdrew his digits and offered 
him a blessing of peace. Now, the OCeeker 
has been rebuffed by many a lady with 
obviously poor taste in men, but when one 
can’t get to first base with a priest, it causes 
a Lothario to re-examine his plan of attack. 

Kamel, dressed in white, priestly garb 
and a holy hat, was assisted by a group 
of boys who attended to the altar. One 
reading included a passage from 1 Peter 4: 
“Beloved, do not think it strange concerning 
the fiery trial which is to try you, as though 
some strange thing happened to you; but 
rejoice to the extent that you partake of 
Christ’s sufferings, that when His glory 
is revealed, you may also be glad with 
exceeding joy.”

Orthodox church services are filled 
with rich symbolism. Kamel held up a 
cross, lit with three candles, which speaks 
of Christ being the light of the world. 

Even the prayers are directed eastward, 
as a reminder that Christ is the “sun 
of righteousness” rising from the east. 

The OCeeker recommends you wear 
your comfy shoes upon visiting a Coptic 
church. They stand during most of the 
liturgy. Just follow along with the sheeple 
when they bow or sit, and you’ll be set. 

Kamel’s liturgy received five out of 
five church schisms, a beautiful service 
indeed. American believers would do well 
to visit an Orthodox church at least once 
during their earthly sojourn.

IRVINE’S 
YOUNG THE 
GIANT ARE 
BECOMING OC’S 
NEXT GREAT 
BAND-BUT 
THEY’RE NOT 
READY TO 
LEAVE US 
JUST YET 


W ith each step down 
the gravelly path of a 
secluded Malibu Can¬ 
yon road, Young the Giant look 
more like a wayward, ragtag 
tribe than the Next Great Orange 
County Band. They walk in lock- 
step down a one-lane sliver of 
pavement in the summer heat, 
beset on all sides by thickets 
of shrubs and lush palm trees 
guarding a rustic, millionaire’s 
enclave of ranch-style mansions 
and vine-covered Tony Montana 
estates. Tom Petty lives just down 
the road, they’re told. The uni¬ 
fied rhythm of pebbles crunching 
under five pairs of shoes—rang¬ 
ing from electric-blue cross¬ 
trainers to vintage rancher 
boots—defies the sidelong 
glances from sunburnt yard men 
and WASP-y Malibu-ites drifting 
by in luxury cars. 

Truthfully, though, they’re 
doing quite well for a scruffy, 
tight-knit band of early twenty- 
somethings. Standing shoulder to 
shoulder, sweating in fitted jeans 
and lazy-day clothes, the conver¬ 
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sation about finding a house of their own is going a lot differently 
from how it probably would have a year ago. 

“It’s gotta be somewhere where we can have a studio, a place 
to jam, and we all gotta have a room,” says drummer Francois 
Comtois, who says he hasn’t had a solid space of his own in 
almost two years. Initially, a spacious house in Encino is on the 
table. At $10,000 per month, their collective budget is a little 
high for the average college-aged kid. But bassist Payam Doost- 
zadeh isn’t really jazzed on the area. After all, it’s Encino. 

“We need to try to figure this out before we leave for tour,” 
says guitarist Eric Cannata, 22. 

“No, we have to figure it out,” Doostzadeh says urgently 


through his thick, jet-black beard. Eor all of them, the prospect 
of moving back in with their parents in their native Irvine is a 
very real possibility. Not that they have anything against their 
hometown—they still visit every chance they get—but who 
really wants to do that after stunning the MTV Video Music 
Awards with a bravura-laden performance, playing major fes¬ 
tivals and selling out theaters multiple times per week all over 
the country? 

On their way down to a beachside photo shoot, crackly banter 
flows back and forth amid a swirl of judicious decisions about 
houses and world traveling. The dream for most OC-bred bands 
on tour is to get their name out, but it’s one grabbed by only a 
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precious few. Yet Young the Giant have a secret weapon guiding 
them toward the rarified heights of No Doubt, Thrice, Social Dis¬ 
tortion and the other giants of OC rock—the unlikely trump card 
of naivete. 

Years after hatching as a garage band in the doldrums of the 
OC music scene, their goal of charting their own sonic path 
regardless of other bands around them remains a constant. 

And while it sounds like a trope from a thousand band inter¬ 
views, Young the Giant’s members say there’s a direct correla¬ 
tion between their platinum-level success and the times they 
made decisions based on the audacious ignorance of youth. 

All of the early risks they took—leaving prestigious colleges to 


pursue music full-time, abandoning their previous band name 
at the height of their local popularity, releasing their debut 
indie-rock album on a well-known heavy-metal label—could’ve 
derailed most groups. But learning to ignore scoffs from fans 
or head-scratching scenesters allowed the band to succeed in 
spite of themselves. 

‘T have recordings of old phone conversations we had with 
our managers,” vocalist Sameer Gadhia says, his black hair 
tucked under a tilted Lakers cap. “Stuff like ‘You guys are gonna 
have to just get used to slaving it on the road, and we might not 
get anything for a long time—you guys might be playing to no one

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for years, and that’s probably the way it’s gonna be.’ And 
its funny: Things have worked out the way we naively 
thought they would. And that’s been the identity and the 
idea of the band for a long time.” 

The boys outgrew every stage OC could throw at 
them, and they play their biggest headlining gig to date 
on Sunday: a sold-out show at the Pacific Amphitheatre 
at the OC Fair that’ll bring in nearly 13,000 fans. But as 
most huge bands will tell you, this kind of thing rarely 
happens overnight. As they prepare for their home¬ 
coming gig and a sophomore follow-up to their chart¬ 
topping, eponymous debut. Young the Giant face the 
age-old test of any up-and-coming band—how long can 
they make this ride last? 

And at what point do they finally, truly leave us? 

I nside the cramped garage of guitarist Jacob Tilley’s 
childhood home, he and fellow Irvine High band 
geek Gadhia started the Jakes in 2004, a diversion 
as haphazard as their name choice. It was just an 
acronym of all the members’ first names put together 
(Jacob Tilley, Adam Farmer, Kevin Massoudi, Ehson 
Hashemian and Sameer Gadhia). Tilley and the band 
carved out a small jam space amidst a jungle of surf¬ 
boards, bikes and random crap to make room for their 
tiny amps. 

“In high school, it really was just something to get 
away from all the extracurricular activities and home¬ 
work,” says Tilley in his mottled English accent (after he 
moved from the U.K. in elementary school, Irvine kids 
made him the token Brit since as long as he can remem¬ 
ber). The sound, a barrage of fast, trebly guitar and 
melodic, angst-ridden dance rock—a la Arctic Monkeys 
and early Jimmy Eat World—bounced off the garage 
door as the band practiced with different rosters. 

Early tracks, featuring Gadhia’s emotive, trembling 
vocals, are a relatively similar (though obviously cruder) 
predecessor to their sound these days. It clashed with 
the Irvine music scene post-Thrice and Rage Against the 
Machine—two bands with locally bred members who 
ushered in widespread appreciation for aggressive music 
after their national breakouts. Gadhia and some of the 
other band members admit to being swept up in short¬ 
lived stints in such bands, though the Jakes were never 
of that ilk. 

“We’d go to Heritage Park Community Center and 
watch all these bands play. A lot of our identity, at least 
for Jake and me, was tied to that,” Gadhia says. “We 
spent a long time trying to figure out what our voice 


was and trying to do something a little different than 
what was happening at that time.” 

Though they may have stuck out by going their own 
way in their mid-teens, one thing the then-Jakes picked 
up early was gigging in the bar scene instead of stick¬ 
ing to backyard parties and city-approved community 
centers. Years before they’d be legal, the 16- and 17-year- 
olds were forced to wait in the cold to play venues such 
as Detroit Bar and LA’s the Roxy and the Viper Room, 
allowed in only long enough to do a set before being 
tossed the hell out for being underage. But such indigni¬ 
ties paid off—Ben Adelson, a freshman music business 
major at USC, took an interest in the band after seeing 
them at an LA gig. At one point, the teenagers found 
themselves huddled in Adelson’s dorm room, where 
he’d talked to them about getting serious and being 
their manager—but what Cannata remembers most 
from that meeting was the opportunity for the band to 
collectively down a 12-pack of beer and half a bottle of 
cheap booze without getting carded or worrying about 
their parents. 

“At least I made it to the bathroom when I threw 
up,” Cannata, the youngest of the group, says, laughing. 
“Everyone else threw up all over his place.” 


Despite the damage done to his dorm room, Adel¬ 
son eventually got the band to agree. Under Adelson 
and longtime co-manager Drew Simmons, the Jakes 
played relentlessly in LA and Orange County, rais¬ 
ing their profile through local battles of the bands, a 
stint onstage at Disneyland’s Tomorrowland Terrace 
and an award for Best High School Band at the 2007 
OC Music Awards. In a growing circle of local acts 
that included the Union Line, Delta Spirit, Yellow 
Red Sparks and Local Natives (then Cavil at Rest), the 
Jakes were the wide-eyed youngsters everyone liked 
but never thought would amount to much. It didn’t 
help that the Jakes had a rotating cast of members: 
drummer Jason Burger left for a career as a freelance 
musician, replaced by Comtois on drums. Cannata 
joined as a guitarist the same day, and shortly after 
that, longtime friend Doostzadeh joined as bassist. The 
new members bonded over the fact they used to make 
fun of the Jakes in their early days and intended for 
this to be a temporary thing. 

Gadhia left for college at Stanford, and Tilley went to 
UC Santa Cruz, but the two would rejoin the band every 
couple of weeks to play shows and rehearse. This lineup 
wrote a number of new songs » CONTINUED ON PAGE 16 
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in 2008, including the melodic “Cough 
Syrup”—a song the band ultimately 
released on their debut album as Young 
the Giant. 

Suddenly, “Cough Syrup” became a hit 
after the release of their EP Shake My 
Hand and landed them airplay on KROQ- 
FM 106.7’s Locals Only roster. They were 
now faced with the possibility of being 
a successful, national touring band. By 
now, Cannata, Comtois and Doostzadeh 
were beginning college as well; it was 
clear there would have to be a decision 
between a music career or the life of 
studied suburbia. 

For Sameer’s father, Tushar, the idea of 
his son leaving a place such as Stanford 
was not acceptable. He remembers sit¬ 
ting down with the boys and their parents 
for a four-hour meeting to discuss what 
route the band would be taking. The 
parents relented by the end, reaching a 
compromise that each son would take an 
academic deferment. 

“As parents, we were all torn,” Tushar 
says. “I grew up in India, and where I 
come from, things are looked at differ¬ 
ently when it comes to education. I also 
realize that when someone has a pas¬ 
sion and a dream, [you don’t] stop them. 
[Sameer] singlehandedly convinced 
me and the rest of the parents in that 
room so that by the end of the meeting, 

I switched my opinion and said he had 
my blessings.” 


T he tide crashes gently behind the 
band as they pose on a stretch of 
Malibu shore on a crystal-clear 
afternoon. As waves break and saltwater 
laps at their feet, a photographer lies on 
the sand, snapping frames. Occasionally, 
their eyes wander as bikini girls with 
golden legs and people in the water stare 
at the photo shoot. A pair of college- 
aged chicks walking back to their beach 
house do a double take, looking over 
their shoulders. 

“My sister saw them at her college a 
few years ago,” one whispers to the other. 
“Holy crap. Yep, that’s them.” 

It’s not odd for the band to get rec¬ 
ognized anymore. In the past couple of 
years, a path of stepping stones—win¬ 
ning a band contest to open for Kings 
of Leon in Chicago, stints at South By 
Southwest, performing at the KROQ 
Weenie Roast—have raised their bur¬ 
geoning profile. And there was their 
2010 debut, hailed by the likes of Blink- 
182’s Mark Hoppus and Morrissey for 
its glimmering, textured indie pop, 
fueled by tightly wound instrumenta¬ 
tion and Gadhia’s lofty, Bollywood- 
inflected vocals. 

But in 2009, when they were living in 
Newport Beach in a cramped bungalow, 
a far different scenario stood before 
them. Following the success of Shake My 
Hand and loads of touring, the band had 
labels courting them, the strangest of 
which was Roadrunner Records, built on 
a foundation of growling bands such as 


Slipknot, Nickelback and DragonForce. 
The Jakes didn’t know why Roadrunner 
would be interested—but it was offer¬ 
ing a solid contract, unlike other, hipper 
labels who were promising everything 
but offering little. 

“It was a risk,” Gadhia admits. “They 
came to us and said, ‘Listen, we don’t 
want to impede what you guys are doing. 
We realize our limitations, and we want 
to grow with you and make this a learning 
experience for both of us.’” 

Before a contract could be signed, 
keyboardist Ehson Hashemian decided 
to respectfully depart from the group; 
the band released a letter to their fans 
via MySpace stating that he bowed out 
because of differences in opinion about 
the path the Jakes were taking. 

With a new record deal and a new 
album on the horizon came a new name: 
Young the Giant. The name change came 
at the height of the band’s early popular¬ 
ity and confused almost everyone who 
wasn’t in the band. “We chose that name 
because we were really naive and we had 
no idea,” Gadhia said. “We had all these 
high hopes of what this could be. The first 
record, who knows? We could be touring 
the world.” 

Roadrunner stuck by its promise, 
bringing in nine-time Grammy-win- 
ning producer Joe Chiccarelli, whose 
resume included serving as a producer 
or engineer on records for Beck, Elton 
John, U2, Jack White, Tori Amos, 

Frank Zappa and more. The band 
worked every day for weeks to perfect 
the songs before presenting them to 
their new producer. 

Polite and mild-mannered in inter¬ 
views, Chiccarelli is also known in the 
industry as a tireless taskmaster. As part 
of his regimen, he would spend hours 
with the band, dissecting every part 
of every song, drilling them dozens of 
times in a row as he perched in a loft 
space in their new—and cramped—Hol¬ 
lywood apartment, listening to the 
tracks ad nauseam. He soon moved the 
band to the Sunset Sound studios—hal¬ 
lowed ground where the Doors and Led 
Zeppelin once recorded. 

“You walk into these walls, and you feel 
so unprepared and so terrified,” Comtois 
recalls. He’d worked especially hard to 
perfect his chops as a drummer, having at 
one time been a bassist. Inside the mul¬ 
timillion-dollar den of sound, the newly 
renamed band let their sweat flow and 
beards grow under Chicarrelli’s brutal 
live-recording routine. 

They would commit their songs to 
muscle memory, continuing to play sec¬ 
tions of each track ritualistic ally until 
Chiccarelli was satisfied. It’s a practice 
that, to this day, allows them to, well, not 
have to practice much. 

The tightness of the band is only 
a slight representation of how tight 
they’ve become as a group—not only 
united under a career, but also as 
people who actually like one another. 
Inside their temporary Malibu home 
(owned by Incubus guitarist Mike 
Einziger), the band are tracking demos; 
they’ve transformed Einziger’s private 
movie theater into a plush. Eastern- 
inspired bunkhouse surrounded by tour 
luggage, a mess of random instruments 
and Shiva statues. Since moving from 
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Irvine, they’ve spent nearly every wak¬ 
ing hour with one another for the past 
three years, living together, playing 
together, touring together. Even now, 
when each member could easily afford 
to live on his own—something most 
touring bands can’t wait to do—they 
still choose to stay together and move 
into yet another house for the process 
of recording their sophomore album, 
due out in 2013. 

The other byproduct of their closeness, 
both at home and on tour, is the ability 
to roll with the punches, whether it’s 
technical difficulties, personal squabbles 
or being stuck in a blizzard. In May 2010, 
driving through the frozen Sierra Nevada 
mountains while on tour with Minus the 
Bear, the band hit a brutal snowstorm 
that caused road closures. With no way 
to get to the Reno, Nevada, show on time, 
they decided to turn the van around and 
roll on to the next city. Making the best of 
a bad situation, they took a little detour 
as they came down the mountain.They 
saw a huge open field carved by a deep, 
freshly melted stream and decided to get 
some swimming in, freezing tempera¬ 
tures be damned. 

“That’s the kind of mindset we’ve been 
in,” Comtois says. “If it’s not going to 
work out and there’s nothing you can do 
about it, don’t worry about it, and some¬ 
thing good can come of it.” 

“Plus, there was a double rainbow,” 
Cannata chimes in. Payam promptly digs 
up a picture of the guys in a dead sprint 
toward the water, a faded double arch of 
color looming in the background. 

O n the night of Aug. 28, 2011, 

Young the Giant sat backstage at 
the MTV Video Music Awards 
preparing to go in front of a worldwide 
audience for what they believed was 
a brief, obligatory appearance. Days 
earlier, after finishing a tour in Indone¬ 
sia, their management told them MTV 
wanted the group to play “My Body” for 
the show. Now in the States and walk¬ 
ing up to the stage to perform, they ran 
into Jay-Z and Kanye West in the most 
stereotypical of scenarios—in the middle 
of toasting each other with glasses of 
Crystal. “Just as we were walking,” says 
Gadhia, “they’re like, ‘Cheers!’” 

Staring out into the Nokia Theater’s 
sea of bright lights, flailing arms and 
a glowing catwalk, the band switched 
on their amps, allowing Doostzadeh’s 
bass to amble in time with Comtois’ 
rumbling drums to open their lofty 
anthem. They could barely hear 
themselves over the frenzied roar 
of the crowd, and Gadhia eventu¬ 
ally launched himself into a trusting, 
crucifix-style stage dive. This cliche of 
rock-god antics was saved by the track, 
punctuated by spritely guitar and a ris¬ 
ing chorus universal in its call for per¬ 
sonal strength in the face of struggle: 
“My body tells me no/But I won’t quit, 
’cause I want more.” 

Since then, tour stories surround¬ 
ing the song keep popping up. Cannata 
remembers a young disabled boy rolling 
up to them at a meet-and-greet back- 
stage in Tampa. An invalid for most of 
his life, the told Cannata about how he 
listened to “My Body” every day before 
school to get him going. The song is used 


by multiple organizations dealing with 
disabilities and other charities. Just the 
other day, they a heard a story that a 
doctor in a maternity ward played the 
song for a mother about to give birth on 
an operating table. 

It’s the kind of fiash-in-the-pan pop 
magic the band would be wasting their 
time trying to duplicate—they know 
this. So they continue huddling inside 
Einziger’s wood-paneled studio with a 
fiotsam of guitars, drums and electronic 
gadgets, jamming on new ideas and 
playing scratch demos from their three 
weeks in paradise. Each song fiaunts 
shiny new ribbons of sonic infiuence, 
lush keyboard textures that fioat in and 
out, a wash of siren-sounding omnich¬ 
ord effects, even Motown-style piano, 
all tucked into their already recogniz¬ 
able sound—there are already eight new 
tracks. They’re growing up and have 
learned adding new sounds is akin to an 
artist painting. 

“I feel that a lot of bands go in [the 
other] way,” Cannata says. “They have 
this ADD record with everything going at 
the same time, with no room to breathe 
,and over the next couple of records, they 
start taking stuff out. And that’s some 
of the times we really like in music. The 
times when nothing’s going on.” 

Part of the appeal of this OC Fair 
gig, aside from selling out the same 
venue where the band saw acts such 
as Beck perform just a couple of years 
ago, is the opportunity to share some 
new material, opening another chapter 
of their sound in front of a hometown 
crowd, some that may remember them 
as snot-nosed teens playing to an 
empty room in a dive bar and handing 
out EPs. But it’s also a matter of actual 
love: The bulk of the guys’ friends and 
family still live in Irvine. They still sup¬ 
port the place that raised them, playing 
a charity gig at the Observatory earlier 
this year to raise money for the Irvine 
Public School District and its scholastic 
music programs. 

A few weeks ago, Gadhia remembers 
getting a call from his dad, asking if he’d 
attend his sister’s high-school-graduation 
party at a banquet hall in Orange County; 
it was on the same day the band were 
scheduled to play the San Francisco Oys¬ 
ter Festival, more than 400 miles north. 
There was no way he could get out of it. 

As the family gathered to celebrate his 
sister’s achievement, Gadhia magically 
managed to show up, on time no less, 
after boarding a private jet half an hour 
or so after jumping offstage. 

Naturally, his bandmates were there 
with him. They split the cost of the crazy, 
last-minute ride back to OC. Like any 
pack of wayward tribesmen, they make it 
a point to return home together. 

“Everything we do, every aspect of our 
lives is intertwined,” Doostzadeh says. “A 
lot of people have their friends, their fam¬ 
ily and their colleagues. We’re everything 
all together at the same time.”

Roe Roe Roe Your Boat 

McKenna’s former chef opens a new seafood restaurant in Belmont Shore

T hough it’s called Roe Restaurant 
& Fish Market, don’t expect much 
on the restaurant front because 
that part isn’t quite ready. For now, what 
counts as seats are a few plastic chairs 
and tables set out on the sidewalk. Dining 
here means slurping chowder and crack¬ 
ing into a lobster on paper plates while 
you’re inches away from the parking 
meters and Belmont Shore foot traffic. 
But that’s exactly why you should come: 
seafood tastes a heck of a lot better when 
you’re not dressed up and charged a cus¬ 
tomary tip at the end. Like its peers Bear 
Flag Fish Company and Slapfish, Roe 
belongs to the new school of seafood res¬ 
taurant where instant gratification and 
low cost is more important than a dining 
room. You get the sense that chef-owner 
Arthur Gonzalez, formerly of McKenna’s, 
just wanted to start cooking, even before 
his restaurant was completed. 

The kitchen he commands is the 
very same cramped short-order sta¬ 
tion in which the Dog House, Belmont 
Shore’s very good but ultimately doomed 
sausage hut, used to cook its wieners. 
Gonzalez and his crew now sear fish and 
toast buns on the hissing griddles behind 
a small refrigerated seafood display case 
that constitutes the “market” part of the 
name. All the while, a Fryolator gurgles, 
turning hand-battered fillets of fish 
golden and the double-fried potatoes 
crisp. Above, blackboard menus previ¬ 
ously adorned with hot dog cartoons are 
now populated with mermaids and other 
aquatic characters. As I mentioned, the 
rest of the space (which was home to 


a bar called Barry’s Beach Shack about 
two years ago and the short-lived bar- 
beque restaurant called SmoQue after 
that) remains wrapped under tarp and 
is presumably in the midst of construc¬ 
tion. When I asked about it, the cashier 
mentioned with fingers crossed that they 
hoped to be done sometime in the fall. 

In the meantime, come anyway. Bring 
a warm sweater and get ready to eat out 
under the stars, because my friends, this 
is as wonderful a seafood experience as 
you’ll ever have on Belmont Shore. Order 
and slurp their excellent clam “chowda” 
(yes, it’s spelled just like that). It’s less a 
soup than a clam feast—scratch that, it’s 
a clam-meat mosh pit. If I encountered a 
chunk of potato among the never-ending 
spoonfuls of mollusk, it must’ve been by 
accident. The fisherman’s stew is closer 
to its dictionary definition, though it’s 
also packed with carrots, celery, onion, 
mussels, giant clams on the shell and ten¬ 
der nubs of fish. Its tomato-based broth 
stings with a surprising spiciness you 
wouldn’t have expected from this pseudo 
cioppino. Garlic bread in the form of a 
sliced and char-roasted baguette func¬ 
tions as a soup sponge. Or better yet, try 
the lobster bisque, which is so rich they 
also use it as the au jus for a seafood ren¬ 
dition of a French dip sandwich. 

When you’re ready for a main course, 
pick from a list that ranges from a ten- 
buck tilapia to the halibut, retailing for 
$6 more. Your chosen species comes out 
of the chill case and is griddled to order 
before being served with brown rice and 
a fistful of slaw. Though the ahi tuna 


poke is technically an appetizer, it’s wor¬ 
thy enough to be spoken of as a meal: 
the red, luminous cubes seem to glisten, 
lubed in a mix of soy sauce and flakes 
of chili, then garnished with onion and 
julienne strips of seaweed. Every bit of 
the dish is as legitimately Hawaiian as 
their ceviche is Baja Californian. 

Order the lobster bank mi even if it isn’t 
really a bank mi (they use slider brioche 
instead of baguette). A proper Vietnam¬ 
ese do chua (pickled carrots and daikon) 
and strips of jalapeno make it a remark¬ 
able pair of mini sandwiches regardless 
of what they’re called. The bread is so 
perfectly toasted it seems as though 
you’re sinking your teeth into a crumbly 
meringue. In the middle of it all, there’s 
the wiggly chilled coolness of the lobster. 
There’s also a cheaper alternative in a tuna 
slider special, with thick slabs of the fish 
cooked to a snowy whiteness and lightly 
dressed—this is the kind of tuna-sandwich 
filling you can never get out of a can. 

There are still some adjustments to be 
made to the roe bowl, however. This sig¬ 
nature item has salmon roe and a soy-sim¬ 
mered hard-boiled egg topping, marinated 
seaweed salad and brown rice. But one 
night the rice was as hard as gravel and 
the egg was overly salty. With time, I know 
that even this will be corrected, with or 
without that promised dining room.

S tarting this Monday on our Stick a Fork 
In It blog, Edwin, Dave, Shuji and I will 
conduct our Game of Burgers, a 32-burger 
free-for-all in which we match up the 
greatest steamed hams this county has to 
offer against each other to determine the 
mightiest one in the land. It's broken up into 
four categories. Final Four style: fast food, 
gastropubs, diners and so-called "burger 
barons." Included are all the local greats: 
In-N-Out, Slater's 50/50, Rider's Club, Mem¬ 
phis At the Santora, and so many more. It'll 
be the greatest food tournament since our 
Final Pho last year, so tune in! 

Of course, 32 entries ain't enough to 
account for all the burgers DC has to offer. 
One restaurant that nearly made the cut is 
the recently opened Savori, an awesome 
burger joint run by second-generation 
Vietnamese kids and their hard-working 
elders. It's Vietnamese only in location 
(Fountain Valley's southern section of 
Little Saigon) and in a burger cleverly 
called the Ngon Ngon, your classic burger 
enlivened with pickled daikon and carrots, 
and Viet-style mayo—the banh ml fully 
assimilated. Otherwise, this is your clas¬ 
sic burger stop, save for these rookies' 
audacious experimentation. Their Creeper 
hooks you in with the hearty marriage of 
a juicy patty, fluffy bun and luscious Mon¬ 
terey Jack—but lurking within is a red 
salsa cream, avocado crema and cumin 
slaw, each awaiting your bite to introduce 
itself to your palate with spice, buttery¬ 
ness and crunch, respectively. The dried 
tomatoes in the Italian Job ratchet up its 
umami factor to 11; the Mrs. Piggy drips 
with the fat that a pork belly patty should 
have. My favorite is the Desk—between 
the nuggets of blue cheese, astringent 
arugula and caramelized onions, this is a 
fully realized gourmet burger at half the 
price you'll find at high-end spots. And 
craziest thing about Savori? Been open 
only since April, and the owners seem to 
have no restaurant experience. 

Savori sells Asian-style tapas as well, 
but I've never tried them—burgers are too 
good. The location really sucks, though 
(it's in the sole strip mall on a section of 
Heil where everything else is walls and 
walls), but people are slowly finding out. 

On my last visit, a middle-aged couple that 
frequents the excellent Bun & Burger in 
Huntington Beach but didn't want to go that 
day because they don't offer air condition¬ 
ing was trying Savori for the first time. After 
telling the whippersnappers to turn down 
the music, the two gorged on hamburgers 
like newlyweds who'd just been served by 
a roller-skating car-hop. Savori didn't make 
it into our burger tournament this year, but 
if it keeps it up, it will not only make it in 
2013, it just might also get a top seed.

C hris Grodach warned me from the 
get-go that he’d been reading our 
interviews. The man knew what 
everybody else was already saying, and he 
informed me that he’d put some thought 
into his answers. No pressure, man. We 
just want you to speak your mind. 

Your earliest food memory: 

It must have been kindergarten or first 
grade. I was eating spaghetti in the caf¬ 
eteria; there was a large orange chunk on 
top of the spaghetti that I thought was a 
canned peach.

Your best recent food find: 

Banana pudding from Magnolia Cafe. It’s 
nothing like traditional pudding, and it’s 
amazing.

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Paprika. We use it right alongside salt and 
pepper in a lot of our dishes, like our salsa.

When I started out, I wanted something 
very clean and simple that did not make a 
huge statement. The truth is I’m not very 
happy with it. We are currently working 
on a major change that will add more of 
an Americana, beachy, vintage feel. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Potential. Large chains have always domi¬ 
nated Orange County restaurants. A lot 
of people here just don’t want to eat at 
primarily chain restaurants anymore, and 
there are a lot of good, new restaurants 
coming up. I think over the next ten years 
we’ll see a huge shift in that direction.

‘Fried Egg’ at Eat Chow 


D eemed the most important meal of the 
day, we consider breakfast the tastiest. 
Eggs, pork products, hash browns and 
waffles... what’s not to love? We have ours 
with coffee or orange juice, while the uppity 
mix in bubbly and call it a mimosa. Break¬ 
fast’s mass appeal satisfies the heartiest of 
appetites. And at both locations of Eat Chow, 
we find a gorgeous entree of taste. 

Sure, you can order a scramble or haute 
cake.

on their menu. It’s a taco and quesa- 
dilla in one. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

It doesn’t need to cook for as long 
as you think. Most home cooks cook 
things way too long, and the food dries 
out or gets mushy. The key to cooking 
a turkey is to not overcook it. The same 
goes for vegetables. 

Whafs the deal with the fries? Folks can't 
stop talking about them. 

I set myself out to make a fry that stays 
crispy. We call them 48 Hour Fries 
since it’s a two-day process. First, we 
soak them in water overnight. Next, 
they are slow poached in salt water 
until tender. They cool in the pot until 
we can touch them, are individually 
lined on sheet trays, and then dried in 
the walk-in near the fans. After that 
we freeze them (they are so soft at 
this point they would crumble in our 
hands). Then they are fried to order. 
The result is crispy on the outside and 
like a mashed potato in the center. 

Your location is pretty random. How did 
you decide on it? 

There are a lot of business decisions 
that go into picking a location, and also 
timing. I don’t want to have a restaurant 
that needs to do high volume to survive 
because somewhere along the way it 
will lose its soul in chasing the numbers. 
There’s nothing like us in Huntington 
Beach, and we’ve gotten major support 


from the locals and nearby cities. Just 
like Field of Dreams, “If you build it, 
they will come.” 

Weirdest thing you've ever eaten: 

My girlfriend ate at this small Japanese 
restaurant in Westwood, Wakasan, with 
a Japanese friend of hers who did all 
the ordering, and she loved it. When 
we went back together we decided to 
order the omakase, both because a lot 
of the menu was in Japanese and we 
wanted to have the “real” experience. 

It was about seven courses, and I had 
had none of it before. The weirdest dish 
they called seaweed angel hair with 
vinegar. It was thin, weblike seaweed 
in a slimy vinegarlike liquid. When you 
picked it up with the chopsticks, the 
slime followed from the bowl to your 
mouth. The flavor wasn’t bad if you 
could get over the rest. 

You're making breakfast. What are 
you having? 

Love the all-American breakfast: bacon 
and/or sausage with over-easy eggs, pota¬ 
toes and toast. 

Weirdest customer request: 

They had had their mouth wired shut and 
asked us to puree a porcini and lobster 
risotto. Yes, I did it, but I wouldn’t have 
eaten it even if my mouth was wired shut.

90% Sangiovese and 10% Canaiolo, “La Ginestra” 
recently won over the staff when we had our “wine of 
the month” shootout. The nose of dried cherry, paraffin 
wax, wild strawberries and a touch of earthy spice 
was intrinsically harmonious as the palate followed 
suit for much of what was in the nose: more beautiful 
fruit (cherry and strawberry again!) countered by equal 
and appropriate amounts of earthy/minerally spice 
(sea salt, black and white pepper, garrique) and silky 
tannins. The nose set the scene, the palate delivered, 
the soft tannins kept it all from being cloying or sticky. 
While this drinks beautifully on its own, food will work 
well with this one: barbecued meats (red and white 
[chicken/pork]), red sauce pastas, charcuterie, game, 
Italian cheeses (Parmesan!), vegetables... it’s as 
versatile as it is tasty. 

The balance, length and breeding of this wine 
drinks way above its price point; the finish is quite 
persistent with echoes of sweet fruit slowly receding, 
a reluctant tide of flavor that is uplifted by a chorus of 
tannins before being carried offstage, triumphant.

Why So Serious? 

Self-important and overstuffed, The Dark Knight Rises feeis like Batman forever

C hristopher Nolan's ponderous, 

pontifical action movies are writ¬ 
ten less as screenplays than as 
operator's manuals, guiding an audience 
to assemble their important themes while 
scrupulously making sure you don't miss 
a thing. This is as true of Inception, with 
its reams of expositional walk-through, 
as of Nolan's superhero saga, now swol¬ 
len into a trilogy in which the dramatis 
personae are always stepping up to 
identify themselves in statements of prin¬ 
ciple. All of the on-the-nose speechifying 
(scripted by Nolan and his brother, Jona¬ 
than) keeps the run times long, while the 
drum-tight rule of schematic relevance 
shuts out anything resembling wit, spon¬ 
taneity and recognizable human conduct. 

Billed as director Nolan's final con¬ 
tribution to the franchise he revived 
with 2005's Batman Begins, The Dark 
Knight Rises opens eight years after the 
events of 2008's The Dark Knight; eight 
years after the death of Harvey Dent, 
aka Two-Face, still honored as a hero 
through the print-the-legend contrivance 
of Commissioner Gordon (Gary Oldman, 
returning); and eight years after the vil- 
lainized, fugitive Gaped Crusader was 
last sighted in Gotham City, which has 
settled into a fragile peace. Bruce Wayne 
(Christian Bale) has hung up his Batman 
suit and become a Howard Hughes-like 
recluse, only lured into the world again 
by a couple of women: a socialite investor 
in Wayne Enterprises' clean-energy pro¬ 


grams, Miranda (Marion Cotillard), and a 
cat burglar who penetrates his sanctuary, 
Selina (Anne Hathaway, repeatedly prov¬ 
ing the “no-fun” Nolans' ability to make 
comic-relief one-liners fall fiat amid their 
sepulchral, master-builder cinema). 

The overarching theme of the Batman 
films is the moral problem of vigilantism, 
as played out by name-tagged figures of 
virtue and vice. “The idea was to be a sym¬ 
bol,” Wayne says of his anonymous alter 
ego in The Dark Knight Rises—and so this 
most solemn of superhero franchises duly 
marches ahead with the process of omi¬ 
nous signification, having established itself 
among those who accept at face value its 
self-regard as not just another blockbuster 
but the multiplex State of the Nation for 
the 21st century. If The Dark Knight openly 
invited interpretation as the War on Ter¬ 
ror Batman, then The Dark Knight Rises, 
whose creators obviously scented the class 
discontent in the air, is the Occupy Wall 
Street installment. “You think all this can 
last?” down-and-out survivor Selina says 
upon meeting Wayne at a masquerade ball. 
“There's a storm coming.” 

That storm breaks in the form of the 
living incarnation of Have-Not rancor. 
Bane, played by the hulking Tom Hardy, 
whose face is indistinguishable behind 
the ventilator apparatus clamped over 
his mouth. The visage will remind many 
of the unmasked Vader, though his fruity, 
magniloquent purr is closer to Vincent 
Price talking through a window fan. 



Bane was “born and raised in hell on 
earth”—a pit prison on the other side of the 
world. In order to punch in Bane's weight 
class, the softened, fresh-out-of-retirement 
Wayne will first have to join the 99 Percent, 
eventually enrolling in the same Third 
World school of hard knocks that spawned 
his opponent. Training in dismal, prehis¬ 
toric conditions trims away the fat of techie 
decadence and reinvigorates Wayne's 
sense of the ethical obligation of privilege. 
If this sounds familiar, it's because Wayne 
did a similar piece of slumming in Batman 
Begins. It is also the theme of Rocky IV. 

As in The Dark Knight’s conflict 


between Wayne and the Joker, Order 
versus Anarchy, the face-off between 
Wayne and Bane is a dialectical battle 
between personified concepts. Wayne is 
Gotham City's philanthropic chaperone; 
his company develops technologies with 
great potential for help and harm, which 
Wayne then keeps away from a polis that 
he protects without trusting. Bane is, in 
posture at least, a radical revolutionist, 
setting himself up as the champion of the 
disenfranchised, though it is difficult to 
imagine who would be seduced by his 
tactics or his plan “to return control of 
the city to the people,” followed by the 
neutralization of law and order and the 
foundation of a Gotham commune. 

For the Nolans, it is characters who 
voice seemingly utopian goals, such as 
“restoring balance to the world,” whom 
we should fear the most. And while The 
Dark Knight’s climax hinged on find¬ 
ing faith in the common man's decency, 
upon witnessing the goings-on in Occu¬ 
pied Gotham, it is impossible to imagine 
this revolution accomplishing anything 
decent—the citizen's tribunal kangaroo 
court, a fantastic production design flour¬ 
ish by Nathan Crowley, is Reign of Terror 
by way of Kafka, while a parody of the 
Bastille is played out before Blackgate 
Penitentiary. The Dark Knight Rises is not 
a reactionary movie outright—it would be 
more respectable if it were—but only on 
a villainous technicality. The perpetra¬ 
tors of the city-upending mutiny have 
no interest in a new order, only in seeing 
Gotham purged in blood with a rote, tick¬ 
ing time bomb, an apocalypse that pre¬ 
cludes the possibility of revolution either 
failing or succeeding on its own terms. 

The Dark Knight Rises is a shallow 
repository of ideas, but as a work of sheer 
sensation, it has something to recom¬ 
mend. At two hours and 45 minutes, it's 
no fleeter of foot than its plodding pre¬ 
decessors, but Nolan has continued his 
experimentation with the IMAX format, 
and the sheer mass of what he has con¬ 
structed inspires a dull awe—it is impos¬ 
sible not to be cowed watching a film 
that's five stories tall while Hans Zim¬ 
mer's stampeding orchestra tramples you. 
As throughout the Batman films, Nolan 
is at his best symphonizing second-unit 
footage, illustrating how the shock waves 
of an assault resound across the infra¬ 
structure of an entire city, a coordinated 
attack on Gotham's pressure points being 
a particular highlight here. (The city is 
composed of bits of Pittsburgh and Los 
Angeles, with New York City for estab¬ 
lishing shots, including a half-complete 
new WTC tower available for suggestive 
effect.) The history of Batman's burden is, 
however, increasingly cumbersome, and 
it's Mr. Bane who finally makes the perti¬ 
nent point: “Gotham is beyond saving and 
must be allowed to die.”

Zombies author adapts his second 
cutesy-clever pulp-historical mash-up. 
Young Mr. Lincoln loses his mother— 
who actually died from drinking bad 
milk—to a vampire's bite, takes up 
training under hunter Henry Sturgess 
(Dominic Cooper), and learns to search 
and destroy Nosferatu with his rail- 
splitter's silver-edged ax, finally setting 
his sights on head vampire Adam (Rufus 
Sewell), who lives in the ripe antebel¬ 
lum splendor of a Simon Degree. Shot 
by the estimable Caleb Deschanel and 
projected in wholly unnecessary 3-D, 
Vampire Hunters bleached palette 
makes it the ugliest major-studio release

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN Spider 
Man's story is some primal-ass teenage 
wish-fulfillment: nerds beating jocks, 
astonishing the old people, romancing 
hot girls, dangling criminals from roof¬ 
tops, fighting awesome monsters, and 
for god's sake, people, we're not made 
of stone, here. The Amazing Spider- 
Man, an inexcusably good reboot-thing 
from director Marc Webb, celebrates 
the heartwarming arachno-genetic 
bar mitzvah in which a boy becomes a 
spider, and a spider becomes a man. 

Boy genius Peter Parker, played charm¬ 
ingly by Chia-haired Andrew Garfield, 
tours the Oscorp lab of Dr. Curt Connors 
(Rhys Ifans), a kindly, non-mad scientist 
recklessly tampering with the funda¬ 


mental forces of nature, as one does. 

Dr. Connors' facility includes a sealed 
room full of genetically altered spiders 
into which Peter sneaks while everyone 
else is distracted by unlikely Hollywood 
computer interfaces. Reader, the spider 
bites him. Credit Sony with making an 
unconventional choice in Webb, whose 
great (500} Days of Summer was not the 
obvious debut for the director of a high- 
profile, big-budget action film. It's all 
sharp-of-wit and sweetly sentimental for 
lots of reasons, including Martin Sheen 
and Sally Field as Peter's Uncle Ben 
and Aunt May and a peroxide-haired, 
superbad Emma Stone as a gently ironic 
Gwen Stacy, Peter Parker's first girl¬ 
friend. A bit—how do you say— boring 
in the comics, Gwen is retrofitted here 
with personality and independence, a 
damsel in only moderate distress. Denis 
Leary, as Captain Stacy, father of Gwen, 
evinces his signature growly sarcasm 
and hits unexpectedly sweet notes 
of paternal affection. {PG-13) Chris 
Packham. Countywide. 

BERNIE The script for Bernie was in part 
dictated from the stand: In a 1997 mur¬ 
der trial in Carthage, Texas, Bernhardt 
"Bernie" Tiede, a closeted ex-mortician, 
confessed to the shooting of his bene¬ 
factress, 81-year-old millionaire widow 
Marjorie Nugent, 43 years his senior. 

In Richard Linklater's movie version, 
Shirley Maclaine is Nugent, by almost 
all accounts a sour and unpleasant 
woman, clutching her purse like a floa¬ 
tation device. Matthew McConaughey is 
district attorney Danny Buck Davidson, 
and Jack Black plays Tiede, tackling his 
duties as church-choir soloist and com¬ 
munity-theater impresario, in a perfor¬ 
mance remarkable for its ability to be at 
once flamboyant and remote. Dangling 
ambiguities around the case and Black's 
melancholy, finicky characterization 



make Bernie a chafing, rock-in-the- 
shoe kind of movie—and I mean this 
as a compliment. Bern/e'strue-crime 
narrative is further complicated by its 
bit players, a mix of Texas actors and 
actual townsfolk whose voices provide 
a chorus of documentary-style direct- 
address commentary that's a lovingly 
compiled glossary of Texan vernacular 
speech. In its multivalent perspectives, 
Bernie is all about irreconcilable facts 
and foggy motives, not least the con¬ 
trary demands of forgiveness written 
in the Bible and the stern punishment 
written in the law books. It is the rarest 
of rarities: a truly unexpected film. {PG-

BRAVE "I'd rather die than be like you," 
the barely adolescent heroine of Pixar's 
13th feature roars to her mother, per¬ 
haps the most radical line ever uttered 
in a Disney production—and one that 
highlights just how different Brave's 
heroine's predicament is from those 
of her recent screen sistren. Where 
fellow bow-and-arrow expert Katniss 
Everdeen from The Hunger Games and 
the titular princess of Snow White and 
the Huntsman are each one point in love 
triangles, Merida, resolutely asexual, is 
nonetheless entangled in the most com¬ 
plicated love- and hate-filled dyad of all: 
that between a teenage daughter and 
her mother. With her flame-colored ring¬ 
lets, Merida looks like a wee Rebekah 
Brooks, maybe a pint-size Florence 
Welch, but despite these resemblances, 
she remains an original: Brave, set 
in the Scottish Highlands in the 10th 
century, is the animation studio's first 
film with a female protagonist, a defiant 
lass who acts as a much-welcome cor¬ 
rective to retrograde Disney heroines of 
the past and the company's unstoppable 
pink-princess merchandising. Of course, 
Merida's insurrectionary spirit can last 
only so long in a House of Mouse vehi¬ 
cle; the majority of Brave's running time 
after her uprising is devoted to restoring 
the sanctity of the nuclear family after 
her wish to be free from tradition and 
arranged marriages goes wrong. Still, 
despite some distracting, convoluted 
plot points—there's too much tomfool¬ 
ery among the King, the lords from the 
other clans, and their scions, perhaps 
to broaden the film's appeal to boys- 
-Brave is, well, brave. (PG) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

MAGIC MIKE When Channing Tatum 
stood up and revealed his bare ass to 
the camera a minute or two into Steven 
Soderbergh's Magic Mike —which 
the actor conceived of and produced 
based on his own experience as a 
teenage dancer in an all-male exotic 
revue—the audience in my screening 
burst into a near-unanimous extended 
cheer. Tatum's appeal is based on 
working-class humility paired with 
otherworldly charisma, an impossible 
body, and the intelligence to make his 
use of it seem effortless. Now, as then, 
he never fails to give us what we paid 
to see. But what is he really revealing? 
The highly calculated Magic Mike is 
pure Hollywood self-mythology—a neo- 
Depression musical, a wish-fulfillment 
fantasy for shitty times, another origin- 
of-the-star story. Tatum's Mike is the 
main attraction at Xquisite, a Tampa 
pop-up strip club whose male dancers 
cater to an all-female clientele. It's also 
a self-reflexive portrait of three distinct 
points in the Hollywood himbo life 
cycle: Tatum's 30-year-old Mike mentors 
scrappy newbie Adam (Alex Pettyfer), 
a 19-year-old rebel with neither cause 
nor clue whom Mike brings into the 
Xquisite fold; Mike himself was discov¬ 
ered on the street by Dallas (Matthew 
McConaughey), the club's manager/ 
main hustler. An extremely conventional 
backstage story is occasionally enliv¬ 
ened by director Steven Soderbergh's 
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aesthetic curveballs—the halo-shaped lens flares 
suggesting Adam's halcyon view of the club; a long 
night of debauchery with major plot consequences 
rendered as an experimental study in color and 
shadow. But the denouement, built around the 
hoariest of contrivances concerning the cyclical 
nature of stardom, squarely casts its lot against 
self-commodification, by extension damning the 
margins and endorsing the mainstream. (R) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

SAFETY NOT GUARANTEED With her high cheek¬ 
bones, feline brown eyes, and heart-shaped mouth, 
actress Aubrey Plaza is bombshell hot. But in an 
unusual twist for a twentysomething performer. 
Plaza's natural foxiness is a resource that has gone 
largely unexploited. She's never cast purely to pretty 
up the place. If anything, she's there to put the 
pretty in their place. All of which makes it interest¬ 
ing that Safety Not Guaranteed —a road-trip rom- 
com with a light sci-fi spin that screenwriter Derek 
Connolly wrote with Plaza in mind—is both the first 
big starring role for Plaza and also the first movie 
to acknowledge her hotness. Reporter Jeff (Jake 
Johnson), on assignment to write an expose on a 
guy searching for a time-travel partner, suggests 
that his intern Darius (Plaza) use the fact that she's 
a "beautiful woman" to get the story. Atypical Plaza 
tough cookie patly softened by her pre-opening- 
credits admission that her sarcastic facade can be 
traced back to the death of her mom, Darius calls 
Jeff out for "dangling my vagina out there like bait." 
And then she does what she's told to gain entry into 
the weird world of Kenneth (Mark Duplass), a hermit 
loner who claims to have built a time machine. Plaza 
and Duplass have an easy, charming chemistry, 
and plot contrivances aside, as indie-film nerd- 
mances go, this one is genuinely sweet. (R) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

SAVAGES "Welcome to the recession, boys," says 
John Travolta's DEA-double-agent profiteer in 
Oliver Stone's Savages, a movie of its moment, 
though both its good guys and bad guys (if there's 
really even a difference) are unquestionably the 


1 percent of their industry—that is, the weed 
trade. The setting is the 100 miles surrounding the 
California-Mexico border circa right this minute, 
with Stone focusing on the human and fiscal 
politics of California's twin pot economies, one 
quasi-legal and the other criminal—a split that the 
film suggests can only last for so long. More than 
two hours long—and building to two endings, one 
romantic-tragic and one quasi-ironic and romantic- 
ludicrous— Savages is bloated with plot and exposi¬ 
tion, much of which is related via the incessant 
voiceover of Ophelia (Blake Lively), quite literally the 
voice of the movie, a responsibility the character 
is too wispy to shoulder. Taylor Kitsch and Aaron 
Johnson, as California dudes dragged into a turf war 
with the expansion-minded Mexican cartel, register 
as blanks on screen. In contrast, Salma Hayek and 
Benicio del Toro, both sporting apparently inten¬ 
tionally terrible wigs, give big, scenery-chewing 
performances, earning our interest and empathy 
even while committing heinous acts. The film's 
micro-time-capsule approach is interesting, but 
Stone's indulgence in both above-the-law fantasy 
and the only-in-Hollywood notion that love trumps 
business are more potent than any point he's trying 
to make about our real world. (R) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide. 

TED Fans of Seth MacFarlane's Fox mainstay Family 
Guy who wish he would run afoul of FCC regula¬ 
tions every week might be pleased with Ted, the 
story of a 35-year-old man and his foul-talking 
teddy bear. Plushies, too, might be turned on by the 
pot-smoking, whore-banging CGI toy ursus of the 
title, voiced by MacFarlane, making his feature¬ 
directing debut, which he co-scripted with Family 
Guy writers Alec Sulkin and Wellesley Wild. Other 
specialized demographics—namely, anyone over 15 
who can't claim membership in either of the above 
groups—might sit in the theater in stony silence. 
Ted's overextended, desultory 104 minutes—which 
include a kidnapping, a car chase, a set piece 
propelled by Tiffany's "I Think We're Alone Now" 
video, and a Norah Jones concert—also operate 


on the premise that audiences can't resist having 
their baser instincts appealed to over and over 
again, especially when the filthy talk, gay panic, and 
racist jokes pour forth from as dissonant a figure 
as a stuffed animal. But does the bear really look 
that dissimilar to—or function that much differently 
from—Seth Rogen, Jonah Flill, Jason Segel, or any 
other round-bellied bad influence from movies made 
under the sign of Apatow during the past five years? 
Like its buddy-movie predecessors, Ted has a soft, 
squishy ending, one meant to vindicate the girlfriend 
(Mila Kunis) who insists John grow up, even if the 
film has so little use for her—or any female who 
doesn't want to spread her legs for Ted. (R) Melissa 
Anderson. Count^ide. 

YOUR SISTER'S SISTER Beginning with a bilious 
toast and ending with a group hug, Lynn Shelton's 
Your Sister's Sister, her fourth film, expertly makes 
us squirm for about half its running time only to 
soothe us with empty pop-psych declarations. In 
Shelton's previous feature, the bolder Humpday, 
two straight guys, in a moment of perverse macho 
posturing, agree to do it with each other on camera, 
but Your Sister's Sister loses interest in the sexual 
awkwardness and anxiety and uncomfortable truths 
it sets up. Still, with each character in its central 
romantic triangle hiding a secret, the dialogue in 
Your Sister's Sister is often a funny combination of 
stammers, overexplaining, and nervous backtrack¬ 
ing. This anodyne-by-design talk often gives way 
to lacerating revelations: "There'll be no talking 
behind anyone's back in this house," declares Jack 
(Mark Duplass, one of Flumpday's dare-taking hets) 
at breakfast in the idyllic cabin he winds up shar¬ 
ing with half-sisters Iris (Emily Blunt) and Hannah 
(Rosemarie DeWitt), who, self-medicating with 
tequila after leaving her girlfriend of seven years, 
has abysmal 90-second sex with Jack. In these 
moments, the largely improvised script works well, 
exposing the jabs and parries of passive-aggressive 
behavior. It all unravels—rapidly and inexorably— 
however, becoming another movie entirely, filled 
with montages of cuddles, walks in the woods, and 


a regressed man's epiphany in a diner—a "heal¬ 
ing" arc nearly indistinguishable from that found in 
nearly every comedy hybrid playing in multiplexes. 
This softening is all the more disappointing when 
compared with Humpday's closing scenes, which 
were ambiguous, discomfiting, and messy, just 
like the two characters at its center. (R) Melissa 
Anderson.

O range County saw its first mini- 
Maker Faire on July 14, as hun¬ 
dreds of people crowded the out¬ 
door plazas and pathways of UC Irvine’s 
Claire Trevor School of the Arts for an 
offshoot of “the greatest show-and-tell on 
Earth.” Inspired by the Maker Faire—a 
legendary free-for-all exhibition that’s 
half fourth-grade Mission diorama con¬ 
test, half Rube Goldberg wet dream, and 
all about cool nerds—Bequi and James 
Howarth of Huntington Beach were the 
couple that brought it here, through the 
support of MAKE magazine and the Beall 
Center for Art + Technology and funded 
partially through contributors via the 
website Kickstarter. 

The independently produced faire 
celebrates arts, crafts, technology and the 
DIY mentality, attracting “makers” of all 
types, from engineers to artists, many of 
whom displayed their creations. In addi¬ 
tion to the exhibitions were tutorials on 
different subjects, ranging from the basic 
(make your own ice cream!) to the eso¬ 
teric (cigar-box guitars!). 

Greeting most guests on one side of 
the Maker Faire entrance was Thomas 
Messerschmidt’s singing robot, Betty9, 
which was inspired by Japanese robots 
and took more than $3,200 and 2,500 
hours to build; she was just a stone’s 
throw from the uncanny valley (the con¬ 
cept in robotics that posits that when 
robots look and act almost—but not 
quite—like actual humans, we freak out 
at their likeness to us). But Betty9 wasn’t 


the only robot in attendance, as the 
Robotics Society of Southern California 
showcased Nerf-gun-toting, red-shirt- 
tracking battle robot TrackRoamer; sim¬ 
ple firefighting robots; glove-controlled 
mechanical arms; among others. 

Mingling with attendees were sev¬ 
eral mobile projects, including a seesaw 
named Cecil; a solar-powered bike; over¬ 
sized, moving cupcakes; unicorns resem¬ 
bling those in the viral video “Charlie the 
Unicorn” (YouTube it!); and a functioning 
R2-D2 unit. Also present were multiple 
3D-printing groups, which can create 
small objects from readily available blue 
prints, affordable materials and machines 
that can be built at home. 

Not everything centered on the 
“show” part, however. The stage area 
hosted several workshops, including 
a coffee-roasting demo from Sweet 
Maria’s, a concert with Betty9, a ques- 
tion-and-answer session with Melvis 
the talking robot (thankfully, nowhere 
close to the uncanny valley), and a sumo 
robot competition. The most popular 
project was the “shake-your-own-ice¬ 
cream” booth, which taught families 
how to make the cold treat using ice, 
salt, plastic bags and repetitive arm 
motion—though the booth ran out of 
materials early. 

The UCI Design, Art, & Technology 
Hackerspace club, led by Vahan Hartooni 
and Nicholas Lajeunesse and aided by 
multiple volunteers, hosted a solder¬ 
ing workshop, teaching attendees, who 


purchased a soldering kit along 
with their ticket, how to work with 
heating irons, solder and electrical 
components. Participants walked away 
with a DIY MAKE magazine pin with 
light-up eyes. 

There were also demonstrations on 
tie-dying shirts, wiring computers, mak¬ 
ing ham radios, and creating cigar-box 
guitars and foam swords. An impromptu 
battle broke out, as kids dueled with foam 
weapons next to a fountain. 

People inside the Beall Center were 
surrounded by more robotics. Just inside 
the entrance was an exhibit on mechani¬ 
cal special effects, including animatronic 
busts. Bickering candles and grasping 
hands. Deeper in the building, Matho- 
botix—a science, technology, engineering 
and math organization that provides edu¬ 
cational programs—helped kids assemble 
and battle robots using Legos and simple 
computer programing. 

Those in the University Art Gallery 
were treated to the craftier side of the 
Maker Faire. Demonstrations were led 
every half-hour, ranging from the basics 
of crocheting and knitting to clothing 
recycling and simple T-shirt based proj¬ 
ects. There was also a “write with light” 
computer-controlled demo and a Face- 
book-integrated photo-frame project.

Dubtroit’s premiere OC dubstep event blows up and rebrands itself as Turbulence

I nside a dimly lit Constellation Room 
in Santa Ana, strobe lights flash, chest 
piercing bass drops and dubstep 
moshing create a scene that you rarely 
find in a venue that typically caters to 
national buzz bands. Smog, a founding 
brand of the U.S. dubstep movement, 
is hoping to change that one night at a 
time. About a month ago, the LA-based 
record label/event promoter unveiled 
Turbulence—its latest Orange County 
club night. On May 31, the new EDM 
soiree hosted the Never Say Die tour 
with the U.K.’s SKisM and Dodge & 
Fuski, while Flinch (Huntington Beach), 
the Juggernaut and Steady (Mission 
Viejo) held it down for the hometown 
Smog crew. 

Those immersed in OC’s EDM land¬ 
scape might remember Turbulence in 
its previous incarnation as Dubtroit, 
which rumbled inside of Costa Mesa’s 
Detroit Bar for the past three years. 
Smog closed that chapter in the event’s 
history by hosting the End is Near tour 
featuring 12th Planet and drum ’n’ 
bass legend Flinch at the Observatory 
in Santa Ana, rebranded its premiere 
OC club night and moved down the 55 
freeway. Smog partner. Orange County’s 
own Tony “Tealong” Long said that 
Turbulence is an evolution from Dub¬ 
troit that hopes to bring a bigger and 
better experience with the exploration 
of dubstep, moombathon and drum 
’n’ bass. Moombathon—originally a 
fusion of Dutch house music and reg- 
gaeton—is the latest craze in the bass 
community. “With Dubtroit, we showed 
Orange County that we could crush a 
venue on a Tuesday night with a new 
style of music,” Tealong says. On July 
20, Turbulence will host the Bros Gone 


Wild tour featuring moombathon in 
the Observatory’s Constellation Room 
and dubstep in the main room. Notic¬ 
ing dubstep has hit its peak in America 
by becoming overly mainstream, many 
in the EDM industry, including Smog, 
feel moombathon—with its undulating 
rhythms geared towards females— 
promises a greater impact for the 
underground bass movement. 

Hatched at Detroit Bar in Costa 
Mesa, John Dadzie (12th Planet), Drew 
Smog, Danny United and Tealong (with 
the help of former bar stakeholder Jon 
Reiser) created Orange County’s dub¬ 
step main event with Dubtroit. Instead 
of hosting the likes of Tiesto, Benny 
Benassi and other high-priced DJs, 
Smog introduced OC mainstays like 
Flinch, Steady, Kelly Dean, the Jugger¬ 
naut, Unit and Tealong. Looking back, 
it appears their initial selections were 
well-considered. 

“There must be something in the 
water here,” Smog laughed. “Because 
some incredible talent has come out of 
this area.” Placed on the last Tuesday 
night of every month. Smog’s focus 
was to educate people on the progres¬ 
sion of music, dating back to the roots 
of dubstep. Starting out in 2006 the 
Smog brand began with event promo¬ 
tion, hosting the only dubstep night in 
LA. It reinvented itself as a record label 
in 2007 and established the standard 
of LA dubstep culture created through 
the vision of the godfather of dubstep, 
the OC-bred 12th Planet. It wasn’t long 
before Smog set its sights on working 
with Detroit Bar on a dubstep night. 

While Dubtroit consistently drew 
about 450 bass fans to high impact 
wobbles and primal screeching, the 


event’s founders are going bigger with 
Turbulence in more ways than one. A 
difference many may notice is Turbu¬ 
lence is not held on a Tuesday nor will 
it be free—a ticket will set you back $15 
pre-sale and $25 at the door. It will also 
be an 18-and-over event. “Obviously we 
will miss the intimacy of the smaller 
shows, but dubstep has grown to a much 
larger fan base and the fees involved in 
producing the events have gone up as 
well,” Smog noted. 

After Reiser became owner of the 
Galaxy Theater, now the Observatory, 
Smog kept its loyalty with Reiser and 
Orange County. And judging by the 
mesh of bodies writhing and stomping 
in the darkness of the first event back in 
May, it seems the loyal Dubtroit crowd 
kept up its end of the bargain so far as 
well. United credits the cohesive com¬ 
munity fostered in the local EDM scene. 

United noticed when dubstep first 
surfaced in America, a lot of the EDM 
barriers between genres were erased— 
cool kids, the electro fans, hip-hop 
connoisseurs and other types of people 
began intermingling with one common¬ 
ality, something he hopes will continue 
with Turbulence. “It’s a come-as-you- 
are policy,” United says. ”It doesn’t 
matter where you’re from, or who your 
father is, you are accepted not based on 
your socio-economic status, but for your 
passion for music and life.”

Purpose 

The Dwarves discuss 
the punk merits of using 
boobs and blood to 
promote their music

C onsidering they’re the most taboo 
of taboos, rape, incest, necrophilia 
and pedophilia rarely receive 
simultaneous play on the silver screen. 
But in 2010, Serbian director Srdjan 
Spasojevic dedicated camera time to 
all of those topics in A Serbian Film—a. 
flick YouTube user feagfilms used to 
make an unauthorized video for the 
Dwarves. The ultra-energetic “Stop Me” 
from 2011’s The Dwarves Are Born Again 
scores a frantic, freaky montage of vio¬ 
lent sex, gory vampirism and smashed 
skulls. “I didn’t make the project really 
or have much to do with it, but I suppose 
I approve of it,” the Dwarves’ good- 
natured ringleader/vocalist Blag Dahlia 
says. “[The video maker] sort of jacked 
our song and jacked that imagery, but 
when I looked at it, I was like, ‘Fuck, this 
is pretty appropriate,’ although it isn’t 
what I would have done. I tend to go 
more vanilla sexually.” 

Dahlia might be cool with his Chi¬ 
cago-bred, San Francisco-based band 
soundtracking scenes from the intensely 
nasty, frequently banned horror-thriller, 
but the Dwarves’ discography and Ser¬ 
bian don’t truly sync up. Both entities 
encourage devious sexual acts but employ 
vastly different tones. Serbian’s aesthetic 
is frighteningly dark and disconcerting, 
whereas the band have long engaged in 
offensive content with a sense of mis¬ 
chievous glee. Since forming in the early 
1980s, the Dwarves have used naked 
women and blood on their record cov¬ 


ers, titled their crucial 1990 album B/ood 
Guts St Pussy, encouraged sex and chaos 
at shows, perpetuated a death hoax, and 
generally not given a shit if someone 
doesn’t appreciate their attitude or lyrics. 
Born Again includes the aptly titled lead 
track “The Dwarves Are Still the Best 
Band Ever,” centered around a simple, 
unambiguous refrain: “Let’s just get high 
and fuck some sluts.” 

Yet the Dwarves’ confrontational style 
has its purpose. On the phone. Dahlia 
speaks passionately about the timidity of 
contemporary music, indicating that the 
Dwarves function to juxtapose socially 
safe rock and create a cosmic joke/social 
statement that pisses on convention. 

Andy Kaufman would have dug ’em. 

The notoriety of their antics downplays 
a history of solid songcraft, which has 
traditionally fluctuated between ’60s 
garage rock, reckless ’80s hardcore and 
’90s California pop-punk. The Dwarves 
Must Die (2004) ran a gamut of unex¬ 
pected genres—Dahlia mentions “really 
weird pop or really weird death metal 
speed” plus garage and surf—but they 
have reasons for dabbling, too. “With us, 
you never know what you’re going to be 
getting, and the things that are really soft 
and poppy set you up for the shit that’s 
really gross and nasty,” he says. “It’s all 
kind of part of it.” 

Even after decades with the group. 
Dahlia is still no stranger to being 
maligned by critics who think that getting 
naked at shows, putting boobs on album 
covers and supporting an association 
with something as shocking as A Serbian 
Film is nothing more than talentless 
gimmickry. “But to me, doing that stuff 
is a basic part of what makes rock & roll 
fun,” he says. “I look at it like, yeah, you 
can bring in a bunch of naked girls and 
scream ‘fuck’ at the top of your lungs, but 
you can also make a really bitchen song 
and play it really well and get it produced 
right, and if you can do all of those things, 
you’ve got something pretty neat.”

with a voice to back him up. It was enough 
to get him noticed by local musicians who 
hooked him up with gigs where they could. 

On Friday nights, he'd sing alongside Jimmy 
Hopper at Newport's Island Hotel, and he had 
a few early stints at the OC Fair. 

"Every day growing up I had something 
involving music going on, trying to play 
guitar or piano or singing and going up and 
down the street singing for strangers," 
Bailey says. "It's always something I've 
wanted to do as a career." 

Counting Ingrid Michaelson as one of his 
main influences, it's not hard to dig up one 
of Bailey's YouTube covers of her mature, 
poetic folk that's inspired his own approach

to pop—flush with inspiration from teen life, 
battles with his health and, of course, girls. 

"I have one song called 'Two Minutes' 
about a relationship gone wrong and it's 
about taking two minutes and saying all 
the things you wanna say." And while it's 
not exactly the most groundbreaking song 
you've heard in your life, Bailey definitely 
gets props for telling his supposed ex-lady 
how he feels without A) sounding egre- 
giously corny and B) refraining from the 
grossness that comes from acting grown 
up before your time. But if there's one thing 
Bailey is, it's mature for his age. Though 
he's definitely looking to get picked up by a 
label at some point in his early years, he's 
smart enough to know that long-term cred¬ 
ibility doesn't come with overnight success. 

"I don't wanna be a teen star, get big 
now and then two years from now no one 
knows who I am. The goal is always to build 
things slowly, put the work in and just live 
that life for as long as I can."

A guitar in the hands of a talented, 
doe-eyed middle-schooler can be a 
dangerous thing. We're not necessarily 
opponents of musically inclined youngsters, 
it's just that when you're able to make pre- 
teen girls go crazy with summery guitar pop 
like South County crooner Gavyn Bailey, it's 
easy to lose control and 
accidentally create the 
fourth Jonas brother. 

Luckily, it seems the 
14-year-old singer/song¬ 
writer is building his grass¬ 
roots fan base with a pop 
sensibility that strives to 
stay grounded and develop 
slowly. With countless 
local shows under his 
belt since age 10, Bailey's 
windswept brown hair and 
Boy Scout smile are pop- 
friendly vestiges that adorn 
a truly hard-working musi¬ 
cian who's battled all his 
life to hone his craft. 

From the time he was 
born, Bailey's struggled 
with kidney failure; he's 
been able to pull through 
after receiving a kidney 
transplant at age 3. About 
a year ago, he developed 
high blood pressure and 
suffered a brain hemor¬ 
rhage when his body 
rejected the transplanted 
kidney. But for as long as Bailey has dealt 
with health issues, he says he's used music 
as an outlet. He even has some old VHS 
footage of him singing "God Bless Amer¬ 
ica" like a champ at age 4 shamelessly 
posted on his website. With a new, as-yet- 
untitled EP on the way and his first headlin¬ 
ing tour coming through music staples such 
as the Roxy, the Coach House and the OC 
Fair, the kid has taken his life-threatening 
illness in stride. 

"It's always a struggle when I want to 
do music because it takes a lot of work, 
and sometimes I'll get run-down or sick or 
something and I try to fight these health 
obstacles to do what I love," Bailey says. 

The first time he took the stage at Mul- 
doon's Irish Pub in his hometown of Newport 
Beach, it was clear the kid had skills despite 
having zero technical training. Normally trad¬ 
ing in a sparse, acoustic mix of covers and 
originals, Bailey found an early groove in the 
wheel house of One Republic and Coldplay
